NON  PROFIT 

The  Bookstore  does  make  a 
legitimate  profit  but,  unknown 
to  many,  this  profit  goes  right 
back  into  the  work  and  reaches 
our  churches  and  mission  ob¬ 
jectives  in  many  ways.  This, 
in  effect,  renders  the  ministry 
of  the  Bookstore  truly  mission¬ 
ary  and  non-profit. 

The  Jackson  Bookstore  main¬ 
tains  two  important  ministries- 
church  library  service  and 
audio-visual  aid  service. 

Mrs.  Genevieve  Day  is  the 
church  library  supervisor,  and 
she  is  on  call  for  service  to  the 
Oiuuhes  at  no  cost  f.ast  year" 
32  new  church  libraries  were 
organized  in  Mississippi,  the 
largest  in  the  convention  with 
the  exception  of  Texas. 

Miss  Myrtis  Foster  is  the 
audio-visual  aids  supervisor 
and  she  is  constantly  providing 
assistance  to  churches.  Both  at¬ 
tend  the  various  promotional 
and  denominational  meetings  to 
offer  assistance  in  their  chosen 
fields 

The  audio-visual  department 
keeps  a  large  stock  of  films, 
filmstrips  and  other  media  for 
the  use  of  the  churches. 

The  profits  from  the  49  book 
stores  each  month  are  turned 
back  to  the  Sunday  School 
Board.  The  Bookstores  are  op¬ 
erated  by  the  Merchandising 
and  Sales  Division,  directed  by

The  store,  which  needs  to 
expand,  could  not  do  so  in  its 
present  location.

OHIO  OPEN  FOR  MISSIONS 


I  had  the  privilege  of  being  in  the 
East  Hamilton  Baptist  Church  of 


the  term  Baptist  Headquarters  is 
incorrect  when  referring  to  the 
state  Convention  Board  office  in 
Jackson. 

The  term  “headquarters”  carries 
with  it  the  meaning  of  “center  of 
authority.”  There  is  no  authority 
vested  in  the  employees  of  the 
Convention  Board  itself  and  there 
is  no  authority  in  the  Board  ex¬ 
cept  that  vested  by  the  State  Con¬ 
vention. 

And  there  is  no  authority  wield¬ 
ed  by  the  Convention  except  that 
provided  by  the  messengers  from 
the  participating  churches. 

That  places  the  center  of  au¬ 
thority  finally  in  the  church  and 
there  are  some  1712  churches  in 
the  state. 

In  reality  Miwiuippl  has  not 

one  Baptist  Headquarters  but  1712 
of  them. 

We  are  deeply  conscious  of  the 
fact,  however  that  we  look  to  Jes¬ 
us  Christ  as  the  One  final  authori¬ 
ty  m  all  matters.

MOVEMENT 

Crusades  come  and  go.  A  cru¬ 
sade  may  run  for  a  week,  or  it 
might  by  chance  run  for  a  year, 
but  in  the  main  it's  of  short 
duration.  Most  crusades  that 
•  we  have  known  about  have  had 
wonderful  objectives  and  h  avr 
rendered  great  service,  but  they 
are  still  crusades 

Brotherhood  work  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention 
and  in  our  own  state  has  de¬ 
veloped  into  something  far 
more  lasting  than  a  crusade  — 
it's  a  great  movement.  Christ¬ 
ian  movements  are  of  God  and 
not  of  man  and  do  not  depend 
upon  the  leadership  of  any  one 
man  or  small  group  of  men.  We 
are  'fhBfbugRTy'  "cbiivTnced  that ' 
God  IRis  been  readying  His  men 
for  a  long  time  for  this  move- , 
ment. 

Ten  years  ago  there  Wjgre  not 
fifty  Brotherhoods  in  Mississip¬ 
pi  and  perhaps  not  as  many  as 
50(1  enrolled  in  those  Brother¬ 
hoods.  Today,  there  are  over 
500  active  '  Brotherhoods  with 
close  to  11.000  men  enrolled. 
There  is  no  way  to  explain  this 
aside  from  the  fact  that  it  is  a 
great  Christian  movement 
among  our  men. 

There  are  over  2.000.000  Bap¬ 
tist  mejt  in  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention,  and  here  in  our 


state  there  are  over  100.000 
,  adult  men.  If  these  100,000  men 
!  should  form  a  line  and  hold 
hands,  they  would  form  a  line 
94  miles  in  length;  or  the  d:s- 
1  tance  from  Jackson  to  Hatties¬ 
burg.  or  Jackson  to  Meridian, 
or  Jackson  to  Winona,  or  Jack 
•  win  to  Greenwood. 

Perhaps  the'  one  great  thing 
that  God  has  been  preparing 
His  men  for  through  this  move 
ment  is  to  take  over  and  pro¬ 
mote  our  boys'  work  in  our 
churches.  The  transfer  of  the 
sponsorship  of  Royal  Ambassa 
dors  to  Brotherhood  constituted 
the  greatest  challenge  that  has 
come  our  way.  Actually,  this 
challenge  is  going  to  separate 
the  men  frum  the  mice  In  the 
vast  majority  of  the  instances 
in  our  state  where  there  is  a 
Brotherhood  the  men  have 
taken  over,  lock,  stock  and 
■barrel,  the  promotion  of  Royal 
Ambassador  work.  In  a  few  in 
stances  there  are  timid  souls  in 
Brotherhood  work  who  feel 
that  they  do  not  know  how  to  do 
the  job.  We  did  not  know  how 
to  attend  to  our  first  baby  when 
it  was  born,  but  it  didn’t  take 
us  very  long  to  learn.  Boys  who 
are  drafted  into  service  of  our 
country  do  not  know  how  to 
fight  when  they  are  drafted, 
but  in  a  short  time  they  learn 
how  .

N.  H.  Senate  Passes 
School  Aid  Bill 

CONCORD,  N.  H.  —  (RNS) 
—  A  bill  providing  for  the  set¬ 
ting  up  of  a  $10,000,000  state 
fund  from  which  private  and 
parochial  schools  and  colleges 

could  borrow  jnqpcj  i cU-UCC-li 
interest  rates  to  finance  con¬ 
struction  projects  was  passed 
by  the  New  Hampshire  Senate. 

Sponsors  of  the  measure  say 
state  backing  of  private  school 
building  bonds  will  save  these 
educational  institutions  an  es¬ 
timated  $200,000  a  year  by 
cutting  in  half  the  present  four 
per  cent  interest  rate. 

Passage  of  the  bill  followed 
a  ruling  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Supreme  Court  that  the  pro¬ 
posed  legislation  was  consti¬ 
tutional.  The  court's  opinion 
had  been  solicited  by  the  legis¬ 
lature's  judiciary  committee.
